Supreme Court / Justice Meier 
Steinbrink, who presided over the 
John Doe hearing to fix the respon- 
sibility for Stark's death, announced 
he would render a decision tomorrow 

orning.

The 11 men suspended included four 
who had been ordered held incommuni- 
cado as material witnesses earlier in 
the day. These four were aroled in 
custody of He ee o others 
were suspen yesterday. 

These wale Deput Chief Frank 
Tappen, who was in charge of the de- 
tectives last Friday, when Stark died, 
and Detective Joseph Hizenski, son 
of the woman Stark and his compan- 
ions were alleged to have beaten in a

An implication that Tappen might 
have been responsible for Stark's 
death was given tonight by Martin 
W. Littleton Jr., assistant district at- 
torney. He testified that Tappen ap- 

roached him at headquarters late 
riday afternoon, mopped his brow 
and remarked: 

“He's the toughest I’ve ever seen. 
I put one foot on his stomach and 
one on his throat and rocked back 
and forth and it didn’t feaze him.” 

Tappen, who weighs more than 200 
pounds and who limped from @ sprain- 
ed ankle, denied emphatically he had 
had such a conversation with Little- 
ton or that he ever had treated a 
prisoner in such a manner. 

Isse Stein, one of Stark’s compan- 
fons, wore a blood-stained shirt into 
the courtroom tonight. In a hoarse 
voice he picked seven detectives, out 
_of a lineup of 21 as the questioners 
who had centen him, and then said 
there were three others. Three more 
detectives, including Hizenski, were 
brought in, and Stein said they were 
among his assailants. ; 

Both Philip Cacalo and Alex Dran- 
gel. the other suspects, had black 
eyes. They, too, picked detectives out 
of the lineup and accused them of 
brutalities. i

Frenchman Who Served 
as Ambassador to U. S. 
for 22 Years Dies Quietly

PARIS, July 18.—(#)—Jean Jules 
Juasérand, for 22 years French am- 
bassador at Washington, died today of 
a kidney ailment. He was 77 years 


old. 
Mr. Jusserand was retired from his 


post at Washington in 1924. 
A member of the household said 


that among his last words were these: 
“My fervent hope and convicti®n is 
that France and the United States will 
eternally remain united and friendly.” 

The aged diplomat died painlessly, 
his wife’s hand clasped in his. His 
health had been delicate but death had 
not been expectéd. ~~ mh

“Up to the very last,” Madame Jus- 
serand said, ‘my husband thought and 
talked of the America: which he loved 
so dearly. 

“He wanted me to tell your people 
this: “That he was deeply worried in 
recent times by the. feeling in the 
United States against France. 

“Despite his ill-health he had tried

alain the two peoples to each other.” 
For 22 years Jean Jules Jusserand 
was ambassador to the United States, 
establishing a record for. the longest 
continuous assignment in the history 
of the Washington diplomatic corps. 

He was quiet and unassuming, but 
those close to him knew that under 
his administration the French embassy 
achieved his ambition fo unite his own 
country and the United: States in 
bonds of firm friendship. 

The American presidents from 
Roosevelt to Coolidge were his. per- 
sonal friends. His service began early 
in the Roosevelt administration and 
he was the president's companion in 
many of Mr. Roosevelt's vigorous ac- 
tivities. 

He was an important figure in: the 
delicate negotiations involving trans- 
fer to the United States of the French 
rights in the Panama Canal. 


DEATH OF AGED DIPLOMAT 
CAUSES SADNESS IN U. 8. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—(#)— 
Along with‘an official expression of 
sorrow over the death of Jules Jus- 
serand from Secretary Stimson today 
went many unofficial expressions from 
those who knew him. He was one of 
the best liked diplomats ever sent to 
Washington and he made hundreds of 
friends during his 22 years as am- 
bassador from France. 

Secretary Stimson said in part: 
“No man in recent times did more to 
cement the traditional friendly rela- 
tions between France and the United 
States as ambassador in Washington 
from 1902 to 1924. He me in a 
very real sense a national figure in 
this country. In his relations with 
this government he typified the high- 
est ideals of frankness and fair deal-

SIGN AGREEMENT 


ON ST. LANRENGE 


Half Billion Waterway 
‘From Lakes to Atlantic 
Will Tap Grain Section 
of Both Countries.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—(UP) 
The United States and Canada‘agreed 
today to spend more than a half-a 


billion dollars to bring the commerce 
of the world down the pathway of 
LaSalle to the back door of the 
American and Canadian farm belt. 

Meeting in the high-vaulted dipio- 
matic room of the state department, 
Secretary Stimson and Canadian Min- 
ister W. D. Herridge signed the St. 
Lawrence treaty, goal of 10 years’ 
diplomatic efforts. The projected wa- 
terway will connect the Atlantic with 
the Great Lakes. ; 

The treaty now goes to the United 
States senate and the Canadian par- 
liament for ratification. During the 
summer a subcommittee of the sen- 
ate’s foreign relations committee will 
investigate the project, and prepare 
to act on it next fall. 

Outstanding Points. 

Outstanding points on the treaty 
were: 

Navigation: A 27-foot channel from 
Montreal to the Great Lakes. More 
than 90 per cent of the world’s ships 
can navigate it. ; 

Power: Two dams—one at Crys- 
ler island, the other at Barnhart is- 
land—to provide about 1,100, 
horsepower of hydroelectric current to 
each country. 

Cost: Estimated at $543,429,000, 
which the United States and Canada 
will share almost equally. Counting 

st work, the entiré waterway will 

worth about $800,000,000, 

Benefits: Engineers estimate that 
the seaway will save © cents per 
bushel on the cost of grain moving 
from Great Lakes ports:*ta. , 
It will make seaports of Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Détroit, Bay City, 


Tolédo, Cleveland, Buffalo and many 


other lake cities. 

Lake water diversion: The treaty 
specifies that diversion of water 
Heer the- Chicago drainage canal 
shaJl conform with the quantity pro- 
vided in the supreme court decree on 
April 21, 1930. The United States 
is left a way to increase this amount 
in an emergency. 

ah to Investigate. . 

Ink on the treaty had hardly drie 
today when Chairman Borah, of the 
senate foreign relations committee, an- 
noutced he would appoint a subcom- 
mittee of five or seven men to begin 
hearings on the project. These may 
be held in Washington, Chicago and 
New York. 

Asked if the committee would hear 
Governor Roosevelt, of New York, 
who recently asked Mr. Hoover for 
a conference on the St. Lawrence, Bo- 
rah said the committee expected to 
hear anyone who asked for a hearing. 
He was of the opinion, however, that 
since the treaty has not been ratified, 
no one can make political capital 
of it. 

President Hoover, long an advocate 
of the waterway, hailed it as “the 
greatest internal improvement under- 
taken on the North American conti- 
nent.” 

Extolling its benefits, he said: 

“Tt’s influence in cheapening trans- 
portation of overseas: goods will 
stretch widely into the interior . . 
Its completion will have a profoundly 
favorable effect upon the development

Atlantaand County Seek 
Part of U.S. Relief Fund 
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Georgia To Receive Total of 
$4,073,000 Under Terms 
_ of Relief Measure.

WASHINGTON, duly 18.—It is 
estimated that Georgia will receive 
under the terms of the emergency re- 
lief and construction act passed by 


congress before final adjournment 
$4,075,000, exclusive of $45,000,000 
which Governor Richard B. Russell 
is entitled to ask for out of a $300,- 
000,000 fund of the. Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation,. for furnishing 
relief to needy and distressed people 
of the state. 

Under the “relief and. destitution” 
title of the act not more than 15 per 
cent of $3800,000,000 is made avail- 
able to any state or territory for the 
purposes of relief, 

Title III of the act provides $322,- 
224,000 for emergency construction of 
certain authorized public works with 
a view to increasing employment, and 
of this amount Fort Benning is en- 
titled to $163,000 and if the. secre- 
tary of the treasury ceritifies to the 
president that the amount necessary 
for expenditures. at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Fort MePherson and the building of 
new barracks at Fort Benning is 
available, or can be obtained upon rea- 
sonable terms, these forts will receive 
an additional $910,000. 

Included in the $322,224,000 emer- 
gency construction fund is $120,000,-

Congressman Warns 
House and Senate Clerks 
Publication Mandatory.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—(4)—A 
warning that senate and house offi- 
cials may hare to answer with their 
jobs if loan reports of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation are not 
made public, was sounded today by 
Represecntative Rainey, democratic 
house leader. 

He said that in spite of the presi- 
dent’s statement accepting a contrary 
interpretation by some senate lead- 
ers of the relief bill publicity sec- 
tion, “these reports will be made pub- 


lic. 

In a statement on the $2,122,000.- 
000 relief measure he intends to sign 
tomsrrow, Mr. Hoover had said: 

“The possible destructive effect 
upon credit institutions by the so- 
called publicity clause has been neu- 
tralized by the declaration of the sen- 
ate leaders of all parties that this 
provision is not to be retroactive and 
that the required monthly reports of 
future transactions are of confidential 
nature and must be so held by the 
clerks of the senate and house of 
representatives unless otherwise or- 
dered by the congress when in ses- 
sion,” 

Rainey said: 

“The president’s statement as to 
the publicity feature of the relief bill 
is absolutely erroneous, notwithstand- 
ing the fact some senate leaders made 
statements on the floor of the senate 
as the president said. Newspaper re- 
porters will be able to get the infor- 
mation.during the summer by apply- 
ing to the clerk of the house or the 
secretary of the senate. 

“If these officials refuse this in- 
formation, they will be guilty of mal- 
feasance and subject to removal, in 
spite of the president's statement. .. . 
If they are not made public we will 
have the clerk of the house and the 
secretary of the senate on the carpet 
when congress convenes again.” 

South Trimble, -the house clerk, 
meanwhile was consulting laws and 
precedents. 

“I am hot much on publicity,” he 
commented as reporters recalled it 
took a house resolution to make him 
publish the house pay roll. 

Trimble was elected to his place 
by the house democratic majority and 
is subject to removal by the same 
group. . 

Edwin Trayer, secretary to the sen- 
ate through election by that body’s 
republican majority, said flatly:

Daniel W. Rountree, one of the 
most preminent Jawyers. in Georgia 
and a former legislator and solicitor

Monday night at a private hospital. 
He had been ill) for the last 30 days, 
and was #5 years old. 

During his 30-year residence in At- 
lanta he had handled many of the 
most famous legal battles in the state 
as a member of leading Atlanta law 
firms. At the time of his death he 
was a member of the firm of Ander- 
son, Rountree, Crenshaw & Hansell. 
with offices in the Trust Company. of 
Georgia building. 

Born in Quitman, he was the son 
of the late A. J. Rountree and Sarilla 
Stevens Rountree, prominent residents

of Quitman. He received his early 
education in the Quitman public 


schools, and was graduated from the| 


University of Georgia in 1875. He, 
immediately secured a position as a 
teacher in Brooks county, and studied 
law. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1878. 

In his native city, Colonel Rountree 
was city attorney for several years, 
and served two terms in the Georgia 
legislature from ‘that district in 1882 
and 1883. In 1884 he became the 
solicitor general of the old southern 
circuit, one of the most important 
positions in the state at that. time, 
and served nntil 1891. 

His record as solicitor general was 
outstanding. Friends prevailed upon 
him.to remove to Atlanta following 
his term, and he came here in 1892 
to become a partner in the firm of 
Rountree & Glenn. 

Following the dissolution of the first 
firm, with General Clifford L. An- 
derson. he formed the firm of Ander- 
son, Felder & Rountree. Several 
years later the name was changed to 
Anderson, Felder, Rountree & Wilson, 
and became one of the most noted 
firms in the south, Later he and 
General Anderson practiced together 
in the firm of Anderson & Rountree. 

More than 10 years ago the firm 


now known. 

Mr: Rountree was made an honor- 
ary member of the staff of Governor 
Sampson, of Kentucky, three years 
ago..

Barnett, made last year to the budg- 
et commission, a mile of. paved high- 
way in Georgia then cost $15,000, 
and since the prices of both labor 
and material have beén sharply re- 
duced in the past year, it is prac 
tically certain that a mile of pave- 
ment ought not. to now cost more 
than $14,000. This is a reduction 
in cost of about 41 per cent, so that

ice commission inspectors, exactly. 30,- 
960 pounds—Sunday in DeKalb county 
spurred officials of the commission 
and of the state highway board to a 
campaign to protect the state’s $150,- 
000,000 worth of roads from the in- 
creasing destruction oe heavy traffic. 

Maintenance offici of the high- 
way board Monday expressed the 
opinion that the heavy loads now go- 
ing over the highways, escaping the 
penalty of laws through technicalities, 
will cut two-thirds of the normal life 
of the pavement. In some cases, like 
the road from Macon to Atlanta, the 
opinion was ventured that the normal 
life of the road would be cut from 
20 to 5 years- unless drastic action 
was taken. 

Survey Is Launched. 

At the instance of Commissioner J. 
P. Wilhboit, it. beeame known Monday, 
the highway board some weeks = 
adopted a resolution calling upon the 
department engineer to ascertain what 
roads do not justify a heavy type of 
pavement at this time and the maxi- 
mum gross weight of vehicles “which 
should be allowed to travel dver the 
roads so designated.” i 

Commissioner Wilhoit is of the opin- 
ion that the board can arbitrarily fix 
the maximum weight which shall pass 
over any of the roads. 

Officials of the public service com 
mission said that the maximum load 
permitted under the motor carrier act 
of 1931 is 18,850 pounds. 

Rigid enforcement of the laws now 
on the statute books was urged in a 
statement hy Jule W. Felton, member 
of the public service commission, in a 
statement Monday. 

Enforcement Urged. . 

“Tt is,’ Felton said, ‘“‘the solemn 
duty of every civic club, every trial 
judge, every law enforcement officer 
in the state to study carefully and 
enforce rigidly the motor carrier law 
and rules. Their duty is as much to 
save human lives and the happiness 
of families and prevent accidents and 
heartbreaks as it is to incarcerate and 
prosecute murderers and kidnapers— 
if they can apprehend them. Iaw vio- 
lators can be caught on the open pub- 
lic highways of the state at night as 
wall as in the day. And we cannot 
soothe our consciences by saying that 
the laws and rules were impossible of 
enforcement. 

“Many people,” Felton added, “are 
hauling over the highways for hire 
who have not qualified under the law 
and who are violating the law and 
rules in many particulars. We lock up 
the drunkard who is armed with a 
weapon likely to roduce death.

Engineers’ Conclusions. 

Maintenance engineers of the high- 
way department gaye the opinion 
Monday that the maximum load 
should be between 16,000 and 18,000 
pounds over any highway. Conclusions 
reached by the engineering dejrartment 
after a partial survey are: 

“We are positive that a great num- 
ber of our highways will have to be 
reconstructed in their entirety in a 
short time unless something is done 
to prohibit the over-loading of the 
highways as at present. 

“The life of the best concrete high- 
ways constructed under present-day 
specifications is from 15 to 20 years, 
provided the weights transported over 
these highways conform to the present 
motor vehicle law. 

“The Bates experimental road show- 
ed that when an over-loading occurs 
beyond the allowable safe loads that 
the pavements deteriorate’ rapidly, 
varying greatly depending on the type 
of construction and thickness.”

‘Ten Articles. 


The treaty consists of ten articles 
and a technical addenda.

Article 1—Canada will construct 
and maintain the works in the Thou- 
sand islands section of the St. Law- 
rence below Oak Point and a side 
eanal with lock opposite Crysler is- 
land, about seven miles east of Wad- 
dington, N.. Y. 

Article 2—The United States will 
construct and maintain the works in 
the Thousand islands section above 
Oak Point and a side canal, with 
locks, opposite Barnhart island, about 
four miles northeast of Massena, 
New York. 

Article 3—A temporary St. Law- 
rence international rapids section 
commission is set up, including five 
Americans, five Canadians, to con- 
struct the works in the international 
section. Works-on American territory 
will be built with American materials, 
American labor. Canada has the same 
privilege regarding works on its ter- 
ritory. Nearly two-thirds of the 
works are’ in American ‘territory. 

Article 4—Hydroelectric power will 
be divided evenly. The United States 
will make its own agreement with 
New York state about power. 

Article 5—Construction of works 
by either party shall not confer on 
either proprietary rights or jurisdic- 
tion over the territory of the other. 

Article 6—Either country may in 
the future construct alternative canals 
and channels for navigation in the in- 
ternational section of the St. Law- 
rence or in the Great Lakes. 

Article 7—The rights of navigation 
accorded under existing treaties shall 
be maintained, notwithstanding pro-

cree of 1930 will -determine the 
amount of Great Lakes water diver- 
sion. In an emergency the United 
States may increase diversion; if 
Canada objects the matter will be 
arbitrated. 

Article 9—Both countries are re- 
leased from payment of damages suf- 
fered by the other as a result of work 
on the river. 

Article 10—The agreement shall be 
properly ratified. 

The project agreed on today will 
be one of the greatest engineering ac- 
complishments of all time, It will 
cost twice as much as the Panama 
canal and nearly eight times as much 
as the giant Nile irrigation develop- 
ment. While exceeded in cost by 
Boulder Dam, its effects probably will 
be more widespread. 

Engineers estimate that nearly a 
decade will be required for the work. 
Thousands of men will be employed 
on it. But because of the prospective 
delay in ratification, actual work may 
start too late to aid materially in 
the present shortage of jobs.

The ban was jrublished in the form 
of a stern emergency decree, in which 
the government “reserves al] further 
measures to itself and will not hesi- 
tate in case of need to proceed se- 
verely against groups working with 
explosives and firearms, even to the 
extent of standing up against a wall 
and shooting those caught with fire- 
arms or explosives.” 

These extreme measures would be 
possible without invoking martial law, 
as civil courts would be speeded up 
to the limit to impose death penalties 
upon yersous found guilty. 

The government decided on its dem- 
onstration ban after a week-end of 
political rioting in many parts'of Ger- 
many in which 15 persons were killed.

DUSTING ’EM OFF. 
Cracker players charged last Saturday that the Lookout 
pitchers, during the series completed that day, had been dusting 
them off.

There are very few managers, if any, who have not at one 
time or another had a pitcher dust off a few batters. And 
there are very few pitchers who will not, if the need arises, 
throw one at the head of the batter to make him loosen up a 
toe-hold or get him off balance. The batter who is up there 
to hit.never feels quite as confident after he has been made 
to sprawl down into the dirt to escape a baseball, which is a 
death-dealing object under such conditions. 

There used to be a manager in the Southern associ- 
ation who would growl, “Let’s see how he looks in the 
dirt the next time_he comes up,” when some batter be- 
came cocky or what the manager thought officious. And 
the next time the pitcher would throw one at the bat- 
ter’s head and locsen him up.

Britisher Drives Miss : 


England IJII: at 119 
Miles Per Hour. 


LUSS, LOCH LOMOND, Scotland, 
July 18.—(#)—Kaye Don today drove 
his new Miss England III over the 
waters of storied Loch Lomond at the 
record, speed of 119.1. miles an hour 
to return again to Great Britain the 
world speed standards for land, sea 
and ‘air. a 

Twice he drove his powerful boat 
over the measured mile course, break- 
ing the world mark:on both occasions. 
On the first try, made just at dawn, 
he averaged 117.43 miles per hour. Not 
satisfied with that he made another 
run in mid-morning to hang up his 
new average and for the first time 
in the history of man travel at faster 
than two miles a minute over water. 
On his second‘trial he attained a speed 
of 120.50 miles per hour on the run 
with the wind. 

The boat was altered on Don’s or- 
ders after her poor trials at Lake 
Gatrdone, Italy,. to make her faster 
and her performance pleased the Eng- 
lishman immensely. He had complained 
that the designers of the hull had 
been thinking too much of his safety 
and too little of speed when they first 
built the boat. 

“I'm not worrying about myself,” 
he said then, “what I want is the 
world record back.” 

The world automobile record is held 
by Colonel Sir Malcolm Campbell and 
is 968. The air record is 402.8 
and was set this year by Flight Lieu- 
tenant G. H. Stainforth. 

Don’s mark broke the old record of 
Gar Wood, 111.726 by more than 
eight miles an hour and, experts said, 
put it beyond reach for some time, 
although the American is now ex- 
perimenting with a new Miss Ameri- 
can in the hope of defeating Don in 
the Harmsworth trophy race at De- 
troit this fall and then regaining the 
world mark.

FREIGAU DROWNS 
IN CHATTANOOGA 


Knoxville Player Strikes 
Head in Early Morn- 
ing Swim. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 18. 
(P)—Diving from a 20-foot tower dur- 
ing an early morning swim at_‘the 
Chattanooga Golf and Country Club, 
Howard Freigau, third baseman and

Freigau was about 28 years old. 
His widow came here today from 
Knoxville and made arrangements for 
sending the body to his home at Day- 
ton, Ohio. They have no children. 

Freigau was one ‘of the mainstays 
of the Smokies. At the time of his
